The Alaska highway will be ready 
for use about December 1, Secre- 
tary Stimson announced today,

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Needless Complexity 

It is doubtful if there is any subject in the 
entire range of business which is so clouded 
in complexities as the rate structure for trans- 
portation of goods by rail. To the layman the 
subject is a maze of statistical confusion. All 
railroads are required to employ large staffs 
of rate experts and the burden of working out 
classifications and rates for even one day’s 
shipments adds tremendously to the overhead 
cost of railroad operation. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is 

now holding a hearing on the ancient dispute 
of disparity in rates between shippers of the 
south and those of the north and east. The 
fact that rates for the transportation of manu- 
factured goods to the principal markets have 
been generally higher for southern shippers 
has, for decades, imposed an unfair handicap 
upon southern industry. It is to be hoped the 
ICC will, at last, remedy this injustice to an 
entire section. If parity in rates is now granted 
to the south, this section will inevitably face 
an era of industrial expansion that will bring 
to it a prosperity undreamed, after the war 
won. 
At the same time, according to an ICC offi- 
cial, efforts are to be made to revise the whole 
nationa] class rate structure with the object 
of simplification. 

If this is done, it will lift a heavy burden 
of expense from the roads and eventually from 
the public at large. There is no logical reason 
why a rate structure should have come into 
existence that is as abstruse and complicated 
as a concordance on the entire realm of Persian 
literature. 

And, if rates were simpler, if they could be 
understood, in reasonable degree, by the lay- 
man, there would be less opportunity for the 
creation of such inequalities as those which 
have so long penalized the south and there 
would, likewise, be less difficulty in remedying 
them.

Doing Something About It 

The example of Barnesville, which declared 
a public holiday so all citizens could volunteer 
to pick cotton in Lamar county, is already 
bearing good fruit. 

In Fulton county all WPA construction work 
is shut down for four days, to release approxi- 
mately 600 men to pick cotton on the farms. 
These men will be paid by the farmers, at the 
reguiar rate of $1 per hundred pounds picked. 

The urgency of the need for cotton pickers 
is compound of two conditions. First is a short- 
age of farm labor due to the demands of 
selective service and the lure of high wages in 
war industries. Second is the danger of heavy 
damage to the cotton crop if heavy -rains 
should come before it is harvested. 

The problem of farm labor will undoubtedly 
grow more serious as the nation is more and 
more geared to war. At the same time it is an 
important, nay, a vital, part of the war program 
that more food stuffs be produced on the arable 
lands of the nation. Not only to fill our own 
needs, made greater by war conditions, but to 
supply our allies, many of whom must depend 
upon imports for the existence of their people. 

It is in this future view that the example 
set by Barnesville and other communities and 
by Fulton county’s WPA set-up, is of extreme 
value. For it makes the people of the cities 
“farm conscious.” It reveals a readiness by 
urbanites to contribute to the war effort by 
doing the job which is nearest at hand. It 
augurs well for future crises which will in- 
evitably come while farms are lacking in suf- 
ficient labor for normal or enlarged operations. 

Now that all classes of Georgians, for in- 
stance, have been made “cotton picking” con- 
scious, there is hope that practically all of this 
years large crop will be safely carried to the 
gin.

Georgia Editors Say: 


8,000-POUND BOMB HAS ARRIVED 
(H. T. M. in Albany Herald.) 


Simply terrific is the blasting of Germany by 
British raiding bombers. Not so long ago the 
heaviest bombs dropped on German and Nazi- 
occupied cities weighed 1,000 pounds. Then came 
the 2,000-pounders. This weight soon was doubled, 
and now it has been doubled again. Bombs 
weighing 8,000 pounds were dropped on Karlsruhe 
and Duesseldorf in raids of September 2 and 
September 10. The destruction wrought by these 
monsters is called terrific beyond the power of 
language to describe. 

Use your imagination for a picture of what 
will happen when the 20,000-pound bomb calls 
on a city, For 20,000-pounders are not incon- 
ceivable, 
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at the new session beginning in January without the necessity of 
going before the polls. A majority of the senate is 49, which means 
that the Democrats will have to gain only eight of the 34 seats 
which are being contested this year. 

That the majority party will be able to do this and better is 
conceded in advance by the Republicans. Conditions in the solid 
south make a gain of more than the necessary eight a certainty. 
There are, for example, 12 Democratic seats to be filled in the 
southern tier and border states, where nomination by the Demo- 
cratic party is equivalent to election. The Democratic senators who 
have been nominated in these sure states are Bankhead, of Ala- 
bama; Bailey, of North Carolina; Lee, of Oklahoma; O’Daniel, of 
Texas; Chandler, of Kentucky; Stewart, of Tennessee; Glass, of 
Virginia; Russell, of Georgia; Maybank, of South Carolina; Ellen- 
der, of Louisiana; Eastland, of Mississippi, and McClellan, of 


Arkansas. 

53 IN THE BAG With these 12 seats the Democrats start their 
contest for senate control with 53 seats in 

the bag, or four more than a majority. 

But the Democrats seem certain of winning a far greater number 
of seats than this, however. It is a foregone conclusion, for ex- 
ample, that the Democratic candidate will be a sure winner for the 
senate in West Virginia in November. Many years have passed 
since the Republicans have polled a majority in West Virginia and 
there is no prospect of the situation changing this year. 

Also, in New Mexico, another normally Democratic state, Senator 
Hatch appears to be a sure winner. Three other Dmeocratic sena- 
tors are given better than an even chance of re-election. They are 
Senators Schwartz, of Wyoming; Smathers, of New Jersey, and 


Brown, of Michigan. 
G. O. P. TO GAIN The Republicans will most likely make 
some gains, but the most optimistic hope 
of their campaign managers does not visualize a Democratic upset. 
All of the senate seats which expire this year were filled in the 
Roosevelt landslide of 1936, which explains why there is such a 
great preponderance of Democratic vacancies. Only two states— 
Maine and Vermont—went Republican that year, it is recalled. 
While the Democrats are thus on the defensive, they still are 
conceded a chance to upset sitting Republicans in two of the states, 
These are Illinois, where Senator Brooks is up for re-election, and 
Massachusetts, where the seat of Senator Lodge is involved, Either 
one or both of these might be added to the administration column

In selecting dogs to serve with sentries and do various chores 
on the battlefield, the Army accepts all breeds except the smallest 
and the largest, but rather snobbishly rejects mongrels. This is an 
unfortunate discrimination, for mongrels are no less intelligent 
dogs of standard breeds—and may be smarter. 


Every man who spent his boyhood on a farm will remember a 
long-haired mongrel named Shep who went to the pasture for the 
cows, caught and held chickens without hurting them and rounded 
up pigs that got out of their pen. He hadn't been trained. He 
simply watched to see what the boss was trying to do and then 
did it for him, 

In our old home town there was a cop who had a long-haired 
little mongrel named Brownie. She was about half the size of a 
collie. The cop called her a shepherd, but that was the charitable 
classification given to any long-haired mutt that couldn't claim to 
be anything in particular.

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A Diet To Develop 
Stronger Fingernails 


By Dr. William Brady. 


They tell me that away back in 
the days when it was every man 
for himself adequate toenail equip- 
ment was indispensable for suc- 
cess—using both toenails and fin- 
gernails wasn’t just chiseling or 
gouging, it was merely taking ad- 
vantage of the means of offense 
and defense supplied by nature. 

Many persons complain of the 
toenails growing so thick and so 
dense that it is almost impossible 
to cut or trim them. 

Such nails may be softened by 
applying official (U.S. P.) liquor 
potassae (Liquor Potassii Hydrox- 
idi—solution of potassium hydrox- 
ide—solution of caustic potash) 
daily to the nails only,.taking care 
to keep the liquid off from sur- 
rounding skin.

When some loving member of 
the family thumps you between 
the shoulder blades and tells you 
to straighten up, what do you do?

It could be that you slump 
from laziness. But it’s more apt 
to be that you don’t feel up to 
You can’t be fit 
with a poor posture, because it 
throws you out of line—but unless 
you are fit you are not likely to 
have a good posture. 

Maybe it’s because you don’t 
You may not see any 
connection between the lack of 
vitamins and round shoulders, but 
nutrition plays a big part in vi- 
tality and low vitality is reflected 
in your posture. Let’s say you 
eat plain white bread, don’t drink 
your milk, and skip the green and 
yellow vegetables. Then you are 


| not getting your full share of min- 


erals and vitamins. It isn’t just 
the vitamins that you need. It’s 
all the protective foods—meat, 
eggs, fruits and whole grains. If 
your nutrition is poor, your pos- 
ture is usually poor, too. 

Of course, habit is a factor. It 
could be merely from habit that 
you stand with your chest in and 
your stomach and hips out. You 
may have been in the habit of 
sitting on your spine and in the 
middle of your back—and that is 
what is causing your sway back. 

You may not have used the 
right muscles for years. Then you 
will have to strengthen. them. 
There is only one rule to keep in 
mind all the time and that is UP 
when you sit, stand or walk. 
Don't sit down, sit up. Sit with 
the back of your hips pressed 
against the back of the chair. If 


‘you do desk work, make a prac- 


tice of bending forward only at 
Some girls bend in sec- 
tions, the neck, shoulders and 
waist. Keep a straight line from 
the top of your head to the base 
of your spine. 

When you stand and walk, don’t 
try to hold your stomach in. Pull!

“chest up, shoulders relaxed.” In 
standing, keep your weight bal- 
anced on both feet or you will 
push one hip out of line.
